Just what kind of water is to be 


•obtained from the flow encountered 
»t 285 feet when the big city well 


being drilled, is a matter of con- 


jecture now, and the city council has 
-decided to await developments for a 
few days before taking any definite 
action in the matter. The well, has 
been plugged at this level and after 
•the plug had been placed and the wa- 
ter permitted to flow freely it was 
•found to be decidedly salt 


This condition was reported to the 


-city council at the regular meeting 
held Tuesday night this week and 


•* 
the explanation of the matter given 
by Mr. Durst, representing the Ohio 
Well Drilling company, which dug- 
-the well, is that salt water from the 
streams encountered below the 28f 
lost level so filled and permeated 
this strata that the flow which came 
from vhe 285 feet level after the well 


> had 
been plugged was' mostly the 


•Bait water from the streams below 
this level. 
Mr. Durst gives it as his 


3 opinion that it would take some little 


time for this salt water to fllow out 
ot the 286 feet stream, but that it 
-would gradually clear itself of the 
»alt water, leaving only the water 
from this strata 


The well was sunk to a total depth 


•of 1,240 feet and for some distance 
before the drilling was stopped no 
-water was encountered. The general 
opinion prevailed that "basic" rock 
hud been encountered and that fur-, 
ther drilling would bring no better 
results. 
As the drilling progressed 


from the time it was started samples 


^«f all the news encountered 
were 


kept and analyzed ans the water at 
the SS5 feet level was the best found 
at any depth. It was then decided to 
plug the well at this level and uso 
this water tor the «lty waterworks 
system. Accordingly the 


, •plugged and when tbe stream 'at the 
• .286 teat level was again released In- 


to the well everybody watt surprised 
because the water was so salt. 


The matter was discussed at length 


In the council meeting and it was de 
•elded to permit the well to flow for 
ten days ot two weeks to determine 
If the salt water would run out, and 
BO Improvement was shown another 
well would be sunk on the same lots 
to the 285 feet level to obtain the 


, *ame water for the city system. 


Wednesday the condition of the wa- 


ter f. >wJng tfom the weU showed a 
•decided Improvement and it has been 
gradually clearing itself of the salt 
since that time. Indications now are 
that the opinion given by Mr Durst 
was correct and that the water com- 
ing from the well will soon show the 
•alt entirely eliminated. 


As soon as the question of whether 


to use this well or sink another one 
is definitely settled the work of com 
plating the reservoir will be rushed 
and the city waterworks system will 
he ready for use.

Sensitive Measurement 


Minute bondings of a steel bar three 


feet long and three and one-half feet 
tn diameter are accurately measured 
by a curious but very sensitive device 
of the United States bureau of stand- 
ards. The bar, supported at each eed, 
has a small mirror fixed at its centur 
and above this is a frame holding an- 
other mirror partially silvered 
As 


the light of a sodium burner Is re- 
flected In each mirror the lower mir- 
ror shows a series of black and yellow 
concentric rings. A very small weight, 
even that of a pin, defects the bar 
and causes the circles to expand out- 
ward. Each circle Indicates a move, 
meat of one hundred-thousandth of 
an Inch, the pressure of a finger, form- 
Ing ave or more new circles, showing 
a bending of one twenty-thousandth of 
an Inch.

Just what kind of water is to be 


•obtained from the flow encountered 
»t 386 feet when the big city well 
-was being- drilled, is a matter of con 
Jecture now, and the city council has 
-decided to await developments for a 
lew days before taking any definite 
action in the matter. The well has 
been plugged at this level and after 
•the plug had been placed and the wa- 
ter permitted to flow freely it was 
"found to be decidedly salt 


This condition was reported to the 


-city council at the regular meeting 
held Tuesday night this week and 


•* 
the explanation of the matter given 
by Mr. Durst, representing the Ohio 
Well Drilling company, which dug- 
-the well, is that salt water from the 
streams encountered below the 28| 
feet level so filled and permeated 
-this strata that the flow which came 
from vhe 285 feet level after the well 


> had 
been plugged was mostly the 


•salt water from the streams below 
this level. 
Mr. Durst gives it as his 


t opinion that it would take some little 


time for this salt water to fllow out 
ot the 286 feet stream, but that It 
-would gradually clear itself of the 
*alt water, leaving only the water 
from this strata 


The well was sunk to a total depth 


•of 1,240 feet and for some distance 
before the drilling was stopped no 
-water was encountered. The general 
opinion prevailed that "basic" rock 
bad been encountered and that fur- 
ther drilling would bring no better 
results. 
As the drilling progressed 


from the time it was started samples 


^«f all the news encountered 
wen 


kept and analyzed ans the water at 
the SS5 feet level was the best found 
at any depth. It was then decided to 
plug the well at this level and uso 
this water for the •city waterworks 
system. Accordingly the wejl Wa's 


, •plugged and when the stream at the 


>'• .286 feet level was again released In- 


to the well everybody was surprised 
because the water was BO salt. 


The matter was discussed at length 


In the council meeting and It was de. 
•elded to permit the well to flow for 
ten days ot two weeks to determine 
If the salt water would run out, and 
no Improvement was shown another 


, 
well would be sunk on the same lots 
to the 285 feet level to obtain the 
*ame water for the city system. 


{ 
Wednesday the condition of the wa- 


ter f. wring tfom the weU showed a 
•decided Improvement and it has been 
gradually clearing itself of the salt 
since that time. Indications now are 
that the opinion given by Mr Durst 
was correct and that the water com- 
ing from the well will soon show the 
•alt entirely eliminated. 


As soon as the question of whether 


to use this well or sink another one 
J* definitely settled the work of com 
ptettng the reservoir will be rushed

DR. BUTLER ADDRESSES WOMEN.

man's club last Monday afternoon, Dr. 
Amos Butler, of 
Indianapolis de- 


livered an address on the subject of 
charities that was heard by a most 
appreciative 
audience. 
Dr. Butler, 


who is secretary of the board of 
state charities of Indiana, is familiar 
with every branch ot work that prop- 
erly comes under the head of chari- 
ties and his broad experience fur- 
nishes many interesting incidents to 
supplement his talks on the handling 
ot the states' unfortunates. 


He first defined subjects of charity 


as those to whom love is shown, and 
not necessarily those supported by 
alms.

ing with them in Indiana and other 
states as contrasted to the methods 
of several years ago, and pointed out 
carefully the advantage of this to so- 
ciety in general. He paid a high trib- 
ute to women's clubs in general for 
their active services in securing bet- 
ter conditions in public institutions 
in many places, and pointed out clear- 
ly the necessity ol' the control of such 
institutions being entirely removed 
from the 
spoils system of politics.

KILL THE CUT WORM 


WITH POISON BAIT. 


Cut worms are among the wont 


pests of 
spring crops. 
They, go 


through the hibernating stag* In the 
ground. In the spring they come out. 
just in time to catch the young seed- 
lings coming up and 
the tender 


plants, like tomatoes, 
which have 


just been transplanted. The worms 
are especially 
destructive 
at this 


time, for the- ground is clean and 
there is nothing but the young culti- 
vated plants tor them to feed upon. 


W. L. Floyd, professor of horticul- 


ture in the University of Florida col- 
lege 
of 
agriculture, suggests that 


those who are troubled with this 
worm can avoid loss'by thd use of 
a poison bait. Wheat bran 20 pounds, 
parts green one pound, two gallons ot 
water, two quarts of molasses and 
six lemons or oranges grated or 
ground whole make a cheap and ef- 
fective mixture. This is a firm mash 
welch should be scattered over the 
ground just before nightfall. 


It is, best to put Up bait out before 


the seeds come up or the plants are 
set. As soon as the mixture dries the 
worms refuse to eat It. It is not ef- 
fective for more than one night un- 
ess it is shaded. Leaves of lettuce or 
cabbage, poisoned with paris green 
or arsenate ot lead and scattered ov- 
er the Held are effective and econom- 
cal. Two or three treatments will 
kill most of the worms and prevent 
unnecessary loss. ~eep all poultry 
away from the poisoned baits. 


TOMATO "RUST" CAN BE 


CONTROLLED BY SPRAY. 


Leaf and fruit spot ,ot tomati-es, 


which is known in Florida as rust, 
usually causes damage to the tomato 
crop during rainy 
weather. It in 


jures the foliage, an' rots the fruit 
Buyers will not take fruit which aru 
spotted and all suc'j affected mills 
are lost.

dry weather, nor is thor.» nuu'h dan- 
ger as long as dry Weather continues. 
But one must be on the alert, be- 
cause the disease is present in prac- 
tically every field and is ready to 
work as soon as conditions permit.

The statement has been com- 
piled as an answer to Inquiries as to 
the manner of distribution and the re- 
liability of the persons co-operating 
with the committee In the war zone. 


Russia has so far received 11.085.000

BOOM IN OIL FIELD. 


Old Time* May B* Revived In Th*** 


Dey* of High Price*. 


The southern New York aud north- 


ern Pennsylvania oil field Is on the 
qul vlve of expectancy because a new 
oil boom appears to be looming on its 
horizon. Bradford and Its surrounding 
towns In tbe heart of tbe field are ul 
ready feeling tbe first touches of the 
boom, which may recall the days when 
fortunes were made and lost within 
tbe period of a few days. 


The present high price of oil has 


started operators to pumping many 
wells that bad been considered as "dry 
boles," or that were producing so little 
oil as to be unprofitable. Those wells 
are now coupled together to one pump 
Ing engine for tbe sake of economy, 
and although each may produce only 
two or three gallons a day the aggre- 
gate amount obtained Is sufficient to 
make the operation profit paying. With 
crude petroleum at $22 a barrel even 
a gallon has considerable money value. 


Many new wells are being sunk. It 
s said tbat some of the new strikes, 
while not so great as those of tbe "oil 
rush," are well worth while and that 
with more modern facilities the amount 
obtained may be a considerable factor

pests of 
spring crops.

BOOM IN OlTFIELD. 


Old Times May Be Revived In These 


Dsys of High Prices. 


The southern New York and north- 


ern Pennsylvania oil field Is on the 
qul vlve of expectancy because a new 
oil boom appears to be looming on its 
horizon. Bradford <ind its surrounding 
towns In the heart of the field are ul 
ready feeling the first touches of the 
boom, which may recall the days when 
fortunes were made and lost within 
the period of a few days. 


The present high price of oil has 


started operators to pumping many 
wells that had been considered as "dry 
boles," or that were producing so little 
oil as to be unprofitable. Those wells 
are now coupled together to one pump 
Ing engine for the sake of economy, 
and although each may produce only 
two or three gallons a day the aggre- 
gate amount obtained Is sufficient to 
make the operation profit paying. With 
crude petroleum at $22 a barrel even 
a gallon has considerable money value. 


Many new wells are being sunk. It 


Is said that some of the new strikes, 
while not so great as those of the "oil 
rush," are well worth while and that 
with more modern facilities the amount 
obtained may be a considerable factor
